Speaks On Christian

is out of sight, for we cannot see 
or experience what we do not be- 
lieve. A limited state of body, mind, 
or purpose is always a limited state 
of thought, sometimes consciously 
icld, sometimes tacitly. Remember 
hat all things are states of mind, 
'hristian Science resolves all phys- 
cal, financial andl other limitations 
nto mental hazards, rejects such 
'alsely mental limitations as lies 
and replaces the false concepts with 
Ight ideas, even realization of man's 
nfinite capacities. Because the hu- 
man body is the expression of the hu- 
man mind.such evolved mental states 
correct the body and material condi- 
tions. There is a popular song with a 
refrain that runs, "It's my mind ,1 
can change it." We should be sure 
when we change our mind it is God 
ihat changes it. When the dawin of 
Truth comes in human conscious- 
less the change, is always for the 
better. Human mind-changing 
der divine intelligence must be good 
always. That change of mind is the 
answer to prayer. 
"Let us hear the crux of this 
whole matter of man's infinite cap- 
acities and the lie of limitation: 
Never acknowledge a handicap. To 
encounter obstacles along life's high- 
way calls for attention and removal 
of them, but not tor recognition-of 
;hem as handicaps to progress. We 
are handicapped if at all by our own 
;houghts, for mortals see only their 
ewn concepts. Handicaps, therefore, 
are selfimposed limitations. They 
can be broken only by our ovm con- 
sent to the awakening, clarifying, 
iberating-Truth, Christ. There is no 
barrier to Truth other than the 
closed door of,our thought, the one 
handicap we may erect in false con- 
sciousness. The truth of man's in- 
"imte capacities will occupy our con- 
sciousness as we-dispose of the ob- 
structions put 'there by the lie of 
imitation. What can be done when 
jarriers seem to loom before us in 
'foe path of right endeavor? Some- 
times we can nse in the strength 
of spiritual understanding to remove 
the obstruction; again, with heads 
ibove the mist we can follow 
;hrough, go over, or around it. Bet- 
ter still, -we may obtain a point in 
.understanding where we can realize 
the absence of the illusion—realize 
ihat there is, in reality no barrier 
io our progress and achievment. The 
fciighest overcoming is prevention— 
the fogs may be voided; we may ac- 
tually prevent the formation of the 
mist. The life of limitation is both 
curable and preventable. Never ac- 
knowledge- a handicap! B& sure so 
long as anything can hinder you, 
something may. But what can Un- 
der you? Is the seeming handicap 
an employer, a husband, a wife, a 
climatic condition, all either too"bac 
or perhaps too humanly good? Is ii 
environment, person, place, 
or 
thing? "Who. did hinder you that ye 
should not obey the truth?" Bear in 
mind, the promises are to him thai 
overcomes, not to him that acknow- 
ledges and bovrs before handicaps.

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CARRIERS MUST 
TAKE INITIATIVE 


I. C. C. Will Not Investi- 


gate Rate Structure 


On Own Motion. 


WASHTNTON. May 27—</F)—Re- 
sponsibility for definite proposals 
toward increased freight rates rests 
once more with the railroads. 
This Interpretation was attached 


by Interstate commerce commission 
officials to that agency's official an- 
nouncement yesterday that It does 
not plan to Investigate, on its own 
initiative, the financial condition of 
railroads. 


The announcement was made 


after Daniel "Willed, prc^klsiii- wl 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, 
had conferred informally with com- 
mission officials, discussing the 
carriers' concern over the sharp de- 
cline in earnings. He is one of the 
committee of 
railroatt presidents 
designated at a meeting of eastern 
executives in New York last Thurs- 
day to study rate increases and the 
financial situation. 


The commission's statement said:

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THE OATH TO BEAR ARMS •' 
It is a notable decision .which the United States 


Supreme court delivered in the naturalization cases 
of Douglas C. Macintosh, a professor of theology in 
Yale university, and Marie A.. Bland, a Canadian war 
nurse. Overruling the circuit court of appeals, the 
high tribunal" by the hairline vote of 5 to 4 ruled the 
two should not be admitted to citizenship because of 
their scruples against bearing arms in times of war. 


Both applicants saw service in the World war with 


the Canadian forces in France. Macintosh declared 
he would take up arms only if,he .felt the cause, of the 
United States to-be Just. _Miss-Bland testified, she 
would gladly serve as a nurse in any war of Ameri- 
ca but could not take up arms under any circum- 
stance. ' 


In delivering the majority opinion of the court, 


Justice Sutherland asserted only congress had the 
right to prescribe who should bear arms, and a citi- 
zen could not decide whether he would bear arms. 
There will be little disagreement with that. If every 
individual could decide for himself whether he would 
respond to the call to service, it might create an in- 
tolerable condition. Only the patriotic would fight 
the battle of their nation. 


The World war re-established the principle of con- 


scription after it had been abandoned in the'Spari- 
Ish-American conflict, in which service was purely 
voluntary. It need hardly be said sentiment in the 
United States is overwhelmingly in favor of the meth- 
ods adopted by congress in developing a military es- 
tablishment during the World war when rich and 
poor-alike, unknown and powerful, took their places 
in the ranks. If there is fighting to do, it is the duty 
of every citizen to defend his country or to wage an 
offensive struggle in its behalf. 
* * * 


It is noteworthy, however, that the so-called liberal 


bloc of the United States Supreme court, including 
Justices Holmes, Brandeis, and Stone, dissented from 
the majority opinion of the court. They were joined 
by Chief Justice Charles E. Hughes. 


As between the majority and minority opinions of 


the high court, there was no disagreement over the 
right of congress to declare who should bear'arms. 
The minority probably would subscribe to everything 
.which Justice Sutherland said in describing the duties 
and responsibilities of citizenship. But Justice Hughes 
in delivering the minority opinion, differed with the 
majority of his associates in their opinion of the re- 
quisite steps for citizenship. In taking the oath for 


' .public office, the chief justice pointed out, it was not 


necessary to give^a pledge to bear arms. Yet in tak- 
ing the oath to support all of the laws, that respon- 
sibility is naturally accepted. When one becomes a 
citizen, one must abide by the law of the country or 
become a lawbreaker subject to punishment. 


That is a sane and natural view. It is a liberal and 


generous view. Patriotic devotion to the nation is 
not a matter of law-making. We may enact all of 
the laws in the statute books to foster respect and 
reverence and love of country but unless there is that 
spirit implanted in the breasts of the citizenry, all 
such efforts are futile. Love of country has deeper 
roots them mandatory legislation. There must be that 
feeling of pride, of gratitude, of appreciation which 
makes one willing to fight for country. There must 
be faith and confidence in a nation's honesty and 
justice. Whenever that is in suspicion, there is irre- 
parable Injury done. There must be . the feeling 
America has remained true to the lofty principles es- 
tablished as a. result of her birth. With that to In- 
spire her citizens, we need never fear for their loyal- 
ty in the black hour of war. 
• « * 


This most recent decision is another blow Jo Chief 


Justice Hughes' critics, who opposed his appointment 
to the supreme bench and sought to defeat confirma- 
tton. Their attack was.based upon the ground-the 
chief justice was an ultra-conservative, out of step 
with progress, and committed to dominant Industrial 
philosophy of America. 


Mr. Hughes has been found almost unvaryingly 


with the liberal bloc of the supreme court in every 
decision which it has rendered since'ne became of it 
He ha* been ruling with Holmes and Brandeis and 
Stone, confirming the judgment of those who urged 
his nomination as an able and distinguished jurist 
Since his accession to the supreme court Charles 
Brans Hughes has been a powerful aide to the preser- 
vation and growth of liberal thought In America.

ter markets is astonishing. Small pig crops have oft- 
en .produced greater total revenue than much larger 
pig" crops. 


The pig survey offers no cure-all to variations in 


the pig price. It does furnish an opportunity to give 
farmers accurate data on available supply. " It makes 
It possible for them to use their own judgment, based 
on facts rather than guesses, in planning future pro- 
duction.

Properly handled, the pig survey can mean much 


toward stabilizing hog production so that excessive 
over-production "for the available market does not oc- 
cun In such stabilization may be found two advan- 
tages to the farmer, surer income and better prices. 


NEBRASKA SETS THE PATTERN. 


Members of the North Dakota capitol commission 


begin their quest for architectural ideas to be used 
in constructing the new government building for that 
state',by coming to Lincoln and looking through the 
new capitol here. They passed up the Minnesota 
structure at St. Paul, which is considerably nearer, in 
favor of Nebraska's monumental edifice because they 
want a structure for their own state which will em- 
body modern conceptions of beauty and utility. 


A The old dome type of state buildings seems to be 
passe. Already, Louisiana has adopted plans for a 
capitol which will greatly resemble that of Nebraska 
in form and outline,' It will be less ornate at the 
peak and the central tower will be broader than ours.- 
Otherwise, the general scheme of construction Is the 
same. - , - - • - 
- -

Should North Dakota decide upon a similar type of 


structure it will definitely establish the new tower 
style in capitols as the distinctive one for the twen- 
tieth century. The antique pattern of a broad, spread- 
ing edifice with a flattish round dome In the middle 
will be as definitely "passe" as the old time hoop 
skirt for women, which it somewhat resembles. 


It would seem that Nebraska has 
completely 


changed the trend of architecture for public build- 
ings in the United States. If these edifices are to 
dominate their surrounding, as they should, they 
must go up a considerable distance into the air. 


The tower office suites in the Nebraska capitol are 


to many respects the most desirable In the whole 
building, although not so readily accessible as those 
on the lower floors. Inspiring views of the city and 
its environs, together with excellent lighting, make 
working conditions in these quarters almost ideal. 


SELLING ICE-BOUND LABRADOR. 


Because the Newfoundland government is confront- 


ed with bankruptcy, it is reported European interests 
are shortly to acquire Labrador for $100,000,000. 


The news is important .not only because it may" 


project a spirited issue on the Monroe doctrine but 
because of the extremely large sum offered for the 
Canadian wilderness. Labrador, much of it unex- 
plored, contains less land than Uncle Sam got when 
Jefferson bought the Louisiana territory, out of which 
eleven great states have been carved. The price is 
generally given as 
$15,000,000. Pifty years later 


Seward bought Alaska, comparable in physical area 
and in climate with Labrador, for $7,200,000: Both 
purchases were extremely profitable to the United" 
States. They added infinitely to the wealth of the 
nation and paid'for themselves a thousand times. 


But real estate values are advancing. The prices 


paid in those days for vast sections of territory were 
thought to be' high. Jefferson was criticised for his 
folly, and Seward came under heavy fire for the ac- 
quisition of Alaska. Now countries have a better 
vision than they had then. The price of $100,000,000 
for Labrador, much of it located north of the Arctic 
circle, with long winters, bitter cold, and ice-locked 
rivers and harbors, 1s nearly five'times as much as 
the United States paid for the Louisiana territory and 
Alaska. Labrador has great timber resources, and Is 
supposed to have valuable mineral deposits. There 
is a great fur and fishing Industry. Probably in the 
end_it will be found the land was cheap at the price. 
" The United States was reported to be interested in 
buying Labrador. It would solve what will develop 
into a bitter and dangerous question in the event 
that some European power secures this large-slice of 
North American mainland. We could afford to pay 
more for Labrador than any other country. 


- MOST UNFORTUNATE VANDALISM. 


No more unfortunate case of vandalism of public 


property has .come to attention recently than the 
markings aC the new Nebraska state capitol. 


Thoughtless persons, forgetting the treasure that 


the new capitol -is to the people of the state, forget- 
ting the enduring position it should hold, forgetting 
the desire of hundreds of thousands of persons to en- 
joy it for years to come, have chipped and carved 
their Initials and other markings on the stone prome- 
nade about the fourteenth floor. 


Even more regrettable than the rnarfcingg on the 


stonework, are a few scattered carvings on the beau- 
tiful marble of the memorial hall on the same floor. ' 


It is almost Inconceivable that anyone could so fail 


to catch the spirit of the new building as to carve lus 
initials upon it. to inject his petty egoism into » 
structure whose magnificence and beauty is a charm 
from a thousand angles. 


Authorities in charge of the capitol should bend 


every effort to prevent such mutilations. With a 
small number of employes, limited appropriations and 
vast numbers of people visiting the building, the chief 
effort will have to be put in trying to develop an ap- 
preciative attitude toward the structure which Trill 
prevent vandalsm. Where offenders are caught, how- 
ever. prosecution should be swift and sure. 


The outstanding architectural achievement of the 


state must be preserved In all its beauty and signifi- 
cance for those who are to come as well as for those 
living today.

Is it not true that the discoveries 


of modern science have knocked the 
bottom oat of religion? 


ANSWER. 


Certainly science has done much 


for the improvement of the race. 
But that is no reason 
why we 


should surrender our souls to its 
keeping, it cannot tell me why I 
prefer Beethoven to jazz or a Whist- 
ler etching to a daub-given away 
with a pound of tea. 
Its inability in the realm of beau- 


ty, whether in sound or form, ex- 
tends far and wide in other realms. 
Nevertheless, both science and re- 
ligion have great realities to express. 
Of course, f&r the mind which dis- 
cerns no place for a creator and no 
destiny save annihilation for man, 
religion" of any kind is a curious 
speculation and not a divine mystery 
unveiled by God through our actual 
experience of its grace and power. 


But for me such thinking is irra- 


tional, unscientific, highly emotional 
and futile. Nor do I hold that man's 
chiefneed is speculation for its own 
sake, but that he shall glorify God 
and enjoy Him forever. This realiza- 
tion enables those who share it to 
live In a God created and God con- 
trolled universe, for which there is 
no reasonable explanation apart 
from the frank admission of His 
claim to every service men can 
render. 


So far from having "knocked the 


bottom out of religion" science has 
enriched it and ennobled it, revealed 
its stupendous necessity and its 
equally .stupendous reality. To be 
sure, science has also relieved re- 
legion's formal expressions of a host 
of misunderstandings traceable to 
sheer ignorance. 
For this we are 


grateful. But if you suppose that 
these changes in any way injured 
the .essentials of faith, I assure you 
that is a mistake. Men and women 
who believe in God and in the Christ 
of God are still sffong in -will to 
strive, to seek, to find and not to 
yield to any passing 
superstitions 


about science. 


Their faith rests on the revelation 


of God as the universal parent who 
is the soul and circumference of all 
that is. In Him creation is spirit 
woven; thought and sense, spirit and 
matter are reconciled. Thus believ- 
ing. God for them is no longer a 
hidden Deity, nor yet a vague, shad- 
owy impersonal force. He is seen in 
everything and everything in Him; 
all that exists, existing only by the 
communication of His exhaustless 
beine: all that has intelligence hav- 
ing it only by derivation from His 
sovereign reason: all that acts act- 
Ing only from the impulse of His 
supremiractivlty. So believtajr, Jews 
and Christians mav await with con- 
fidence the time when the scope of 
a true religion will include the in- 
terpretations of a more complete 
science.

of metal and platers often get it 
on their hands. 


The new source of such an erup- 
tion is described as due to the con- 
tact of the skin of the temples and 
ears and across the bridge of the 
nose from wearing spectacles with 
white gold frames. The metal, 
white gold, used in these frames is 
an alloy of gold, copper and nickel. 
The eruption should be 
easily 
recognized, for it occurs exactly on 
the spot where the frames rest on 
the skin, and does not extend be- 
yond this area. 


An optical company which manu- 
factures these frames wrote that 
complaints about such eruptions 
came to them, though at rather in~- 
frequent intervals, so it cannot be 
very common. A great deal of time 
and trouble has been spent by the 
laboratories of the company trying- 
to avoid this uncomfortable occur- 
rence. 
' 


"The trouble seems to be due 
largely to nickel that is found in 
white gold alloy. We believe that 
the action is largely electrolytic: 
that is an electrolytic battery action 
is produced when there are dis- 


similar metals and an acid, or In 
some instances, an alkaline flulc 
present and in contact with these 
dissimilar medals. When the per- 
spiration which is an electrolyte 
acts upon the base, metal salts are 
formed and such action is more 
pronounced in the presence of heat. 
It is probably a salt of the nickel 
which causes irritation of the skin 
where the metal comes in contact. 
The irritation seems to be analog- 
ous to a trouble that is present in 
the nickel plating industry called 
commonly 'nickel itch'." 
The situation is not, however, 
easy to remedy unless the metal 
frames are discaded for solid gold 
frames. A plating process has been 
i developed but results in quite an ex- 
pensive product. However, it does 
not seem to occur frequently enough 
to warrant much excitement.

A 
soothing lotion or ointment, such 
as zinc oxide or calomine, is "all 
the treatment needed.

TO HIGH COURT 


Asks Freedom .on Con- 


viction of Bribery in 


Oil. Scandal Cases. 


WASHINGTON, May 
27—<>W— 


Albert B. Pall today asked tb/ Su- 
preme court to reverse the District 
of Columbia Appeals court decision 
which affirmed his conviction of 
accepting a $100,000 bride from Ed- 
ward L. Doheny, wealthy oil man. 
The former interior secretary in 
the Harding cabinet made his plea 
for a review in a 10,( 00-word peti- 
tion. He maintained the questions 
involved merited determination by 
the highest court. 


Upon his conviction in October, 


1929, 
in the District of Columbia 
Supreme court of accepting a bribe 
in the leasing of naval petroleum 
reserves of the Pan-American Pe- 
trolgum Co., represented by Doheny, 
Fall was sentenced to a year's im- 
prisonment and to pay a $100,000 
fine. The Appeals court affirmed 
the conviction last April 6. 
. Changes Decision. 
Fall said then from his home at 
Three Elvers, N. Mex., that because 
of age, illness and lack of funds he 
would accept sentence. His family 
and inends, including Doheny. im- 
alored him to carry the case to the 
Supreme court. After reconsidering 
?all instructed his attorney, Frank 
J. Hogan of Washington, D. C., to 
jroceed. While the case Is before 
;he high court, the former secre- 
tary will retain his freedom.' 
The petition attacked the validity 


of the indictment under which Fall 
was convicted on the ground that 
unauthorized persons were in the 
grand jury room when it was draft- 
ed. It assailed the activities of gov- 
ernment counsel, admissibility of 
certain evidence in connection with 
Fall's negotiations with Harry F. 
Sinclair, oil tnani and the trial 
udge's discussion of clemency in 
his charge.

DAY WEDNESDAY 


Herd Judging Contests 


Are Attraction At 
• 
Ag Colleges. 


Three to four hundred people 


were expected at the annual dairy 
field day at the agricultural college 
by the time the Wednesday after- 
noon program opened. M. L. Flack, 
dairy extension agent, said at noon 
he was well pleased with the at- 
tendance. The field day is held pri- 
marily for dairy herd improvement 
association, members in eastern Ne- 
braska, he explained. 


A check up of the various judging 
contests which started the program 
showed a total of 118 contestants 
entered. Fifty-four of. them were 
dairy breeders in the cattle judging 
contest, 47 were 4-H club members 
also judging cattle, and 17 were 
women judging dairy products. 
Winners were announced at the 
close of the program. Prizes were 
offered by dairy equipment firms 
of Lincoln and Omaha. 
Burt, Lancaster, Gage, Dodge- 
Saunders, Seward-York-Polk, John- 
son-Otoe, Douglas-Sarpy, and Corn- 
husker associations were repre- 
sented by teams in the men's cat- 
tle judging contest. Cass-Johnson- 
Otoe, Lancaster, Nemaha-Ricbard- 
son, Dodge-Saunders, and the Blue 
Valley dairy herd associations had 
teams of women in the products 
contest. The women judged butter 
and cream. 


Davis Speaks. 
Health of animals in a dairy herd 
is first inimportance, Prof. H. P. 
Davis, chairman of the dairy de- 
partment, said Wednesday morning 
in discussing the breeding up of the 
dairy herd. After calling attention 
to the fact that the dairy cow is an 
unnatural animal and that the or- 
iginal cow gave only enough milk to 
nurse her calf until it could eat 
grass, Professor Davis listed ten 
cardinal points of dairy breeding 
and showed results obtained in a 
35 year breeding program of the 
university herd. 
Davis's ten points were: 
Greater milk production in all 
breeds, higher butterfat content la 
Holstein milk; persistence in milk 
production; a level, smooth rump; 
symmetrical, well attached udder; 
straight top line, long body; large 
barrel, wide sprung ribs, large feed 
handling capacity; large size for 
breed; good legs, particularly the 
hind legs of a bull; attractive head; 
pleasing balance of conformation. 


Seven hundred three herds con- 
taining 10,322 cows have been on 
test in the Nebraska dairy herd im- 
provement associations in the past 
year, E. C. Scheidenhelm reported 
in his afternoon talk. About 10 per 
cent of the cows have been culled 
out and sold as poor producers. 
N. W. Gaines, community recrea- 
tion specialist of the extension serv- 
ice, opened the afternoon program 
with a group of games and stunts. 
Chancellor Burnett and Dean Burr 
were on the program. Ray P. Mor- 
gan of the dairy department re- 
ported on his study of milking cows 
three and four times a day H R. 
Lascelles, field man of the Holstein 
breeders association, discussed dairy 
conditions In other states.

and city garage on Market square 
cannot start too soon to suit Com- 
missioner Schroeder, the head of the 
water and light department "said 
Wednesday. The only thing that 
is holding up progress now, he 
added, is«failure of Commissioner 
Foster to move his coal yard. This 
he intends doing at once, announce- 
ment of the location being likely 
Thursday, he said. 
Following a conference between 
the city council and Walter Wilson 
of Davis and Wilson, architects, Mr. 
Schroeder Tuesday afternoon in- 
spected the 
telephone company 
garage at Twenty-first and L streets. 
Particular attention was given to 
the operation of the doors. This 
also was true of his visit to the 
city's new fire stations, Wednesday 
morning, after a second trip to the 
telephone company garage. 
"I am ready to go now," commis- 
sioner Schroeder said. "Work can- 
not be started too soon. Before 
anything can be done, however, 
Commissioner Foster wUl have to 
move his coal yard, and take down 
the cobble stone walls- along the 
west side of the square. Another 
element in connection with build- 
ing is whether the council wants 
one large structure or two small 
ones. In my opinion the one build- 
ing will be more economical, both 
from the standpoint of heating and 
costfof construction." 
Mr. Schroeder said his part of 
the building will not need to be 
more than 55 feet wide and 15 or 80 
feet in length. This will give him 
plenty of room for two rows of cars, 
a driveway, and a shop and store 
room. The doors should be oper- 
ated by hand, he says, and there 
should be an entrance'on R street 
and an exit at the south end. to 
simplify foj»T»ifljTig of the cars inside 
the building.

* Start of the annual pig survey, 
which A- E. Anderson, state and 
federal statistician, believes is the 
best guide to Nebraska farmers in 
planning future producton. to avoid 
overstocking the market, is being 
made, ho announced' Wednesday. 


More than 18,000 pig cards will 


be' distributed Thursday, he says, 
by more than 1,000 postmasters and 
rural carriers Results of the sur- 
vey wilTgivs the farmer the size of 
the spring pig crop! and a basis for 
planning his operations. 
Past records on production taken 


from the actual records of slaugh- 
ter show & definite relationship be- 
tween price and supply, according 
to Mr Anderson. Over-supply in- 
variably results in lowe», price and 
ynder-supply in higher price, he 
says. 
"Hogs are one of the leading 


sources of farm income," says Mr. 
Anderson, "making it highly im- 
portant to furnish the farmer with 
information necessary to stabilize 
production, an essential for maxi- 
,2num income. 


Result In Prices. 


"In the 1923-24 pig crop season 
Jhe United States supply was too 
large and'Nebiaska farmers re- 
ceived only $6 56 per IOC- pounds for 
hogs. In the 1925-26 season, the 
national supply was very low and 
Nebraska farmers received $1135 
pw hundred pounds. The short 
United States* supply brought i Ne- 
braska farmers $38,504,000 more 
money for 1,273,000 less pigs than 


• the larger production in the spason, 
1923-24." 
The pig survey, Mr. Anderson be- 
lieves, 'can help farmers .to avoid 
increasing production too heavily 
when prices are favorable, which 
results in over-supply. The infor- 
mation is furnished free through 
the department of agYiculture in 
co-operation with the postal de- 
partment.

False Contention. 


"Unfortunately," he notes, "there 
are still a few who believe this 
work is detrimental and that it 
helps the packer Instead of the 
farmer. Such a contention is ab- 
solutely wrong. In the first place, 
the packer has an independent 
Eource of information on the sup- 
ply. If he proceeded blindly with- 
out giving any thought to the sup- 
ply and demand for the enormous 
quantity of pork he handles, he 
would soon be bankrupt. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the more he knows 
about supply, the better he can 
judge future price trends of pork 
products, 
"By furnishing 
accurate Infor- 


mation, the farmer is enabled to 
adjust production, making it pos- 
sible for him to get a higher price 
level than could possibly be ob- 
tained if the information was lack- 
ing," the, statistician says.

Lemon Rhubarb Fie 
Since this is rhubarb time, most 


of us are interested in recipes for 
using it in different ways. Here is 
my recipe for rhubarb lemon pie: 
One cup uncooked rhubarb. Place in 
sauce pan with,one and one-hall 
cups water. When boiling, stir in 
one cup sugar, mixed with one 
heaping tablespoon cornstarch. Ada 
iuice and grated rind of one lemon. 
3ook as thick as desired, then add 
two slightly beaten egg yolks and 
cook one minute. Remove from fire, 
add a lump of butter and pour into 
lot baked pie shell. Cover with a 
meringue made of whites of two 
eggs The colder this pie is the bet- 
ter it tastes when served. If one 
adds the sugar and one-fourth tea- 
spoon baking powder to egg whites 
before beating them, the meringue 
will not fall. Always have the pie 
shell hot and the crust will not 
soak.

SWEET CLOVER 


BLOATS CATTLE 


Considerable Trouble 


Noted Due to Damp , 


Cool Spring. 


Nebraska tanners are experiencing 


trouble with their cattle bloating 
upon sweet clover, according to in- 
formation given out by Prof EL J. 
Gramlich, head of the animal hus- 
bandry department at the agricul- 
tural college. He says this has been 
a favorable spring lor the preva- 
lence of bloat. 
Dr. Van Es, animal pathologist 
at the college, says that during a 
damp and cool spring there is 
bound to be more bloat than when 
the season is rather warm and dry. 
Professor Gramlich says there is no 
specific prevention* for bloating but 
recommends that cattle be left on 
sweet clover continuously after once 
being exposed Wit. Milk cows and 
other stock should not be kept In a 
dry lot over night and turned on 
sweet clover -when hungry, Gram- 
lich-wares.

Try Few at First 
Nebraska fanners are told that it 
may be advisable to put only a. few 
cattle on the sweet clover pasture at 
first If no loss occurs, the chances 
are safe for putting the entire herd 
to the pasture. 
Professor Gramlich suggests that 
it might be well to have rye for 
early spring pasture instead of tbe 
sweet clover. Rye produces more 
early feed per acre than any other 
plant and there is no danger of 
bloating. Cattle can be kept on it 
until about tbe first of June. By 
that tone the danger of bloat is 
sweet clover should be znimized. be 
tnaintatas. A little permanent pas- 
tare of blue grass or broroe grass 
might be utilized between the pas- 
turing of rye and sweet clover.

the tariff, are the major factors 
"which have tended to disturb the 
balance between production and 
consumption throughout the world." 
But Mr. Parrell in his remarks as 
delivered -omitted all reference to 
the tariff. The tariff occupies for- 
mal place on the agenda of the 
council for the first time in iis his- 
tory. 
"There is much confusion of 
thought regarding our tariff sched- 
ule," Mr. Parrell said in his pre- 
pared remarks, "as a factor in our 
present trade recession." Seeing that 
the unfavorable conditions apoly in- 
discriminately to all countries, low 
tariff, high tariff and free trade 
alike, it must be obvious that tariff 
discussions between opposing schools 
of thought are of academic interest 
only, in a period that calls for early 
adjustment of our difficulties. 
'To those who 
American ' trade' complain that 
has 
suffered 
through the .present tariff law, I 
need only point to the fact that 
similar complaints were made con- 
cerning the effects of the lower 
tariff schedule of-1913. In neither 
case has the existing law availed to 
prevent a business slump. In 1914, 
under a low tariff, we entered upon, 
a period of trade stagnation which 
was only relieved by the demands of 
war. In 1930. with a higher tariff, 
trade fell off. On which side shall 
we elect to stand? .Obviously we 
must look to other causes as the 
major factors .which tended to dis- 
turb the balance between production 
and consumption throughout the 
world.

Then Premier Laval in rhe name 
of the entire government urged M 
Briand to ontinue at his post of 
foreign minister ana his policy of 
peace and security pursued up to 
the present with approbation many 
times renewed by parliament. 
"M. Briand thanked his col- 
leagues lor this proof of solidarity 
and agreed to go" before "the 'cham- 
ber to explain and uphold the re- 
cent decisions in Geneva.

Late setbacks of wheat were also 
associated with word that reapers had 
tarted cutting the new 1931 grain crop 
n South Texas, and that use ol combines 
would commerce by the end of the week. 
Harvesting of wheat,was expected to be 
general in Central Texas June 5 to June 
5. 
Wheat closed nervous, unchanged to 


_tte lower. May old 82%; July 69-59J'.; 
corn unchanged to %e off. May old S5y«- 
y4- Ju)y SS^-iS: oats Vi-'yic down and 
provisions showing 7 to 37 cents, fall. 
Despite rains in the American north- 
west, wheat prices averaged higher eany 
.oday. Drought reports from Canada con- 
Jnued. and Kansas crop advices were 
adverse. Opening at U cent off to , up. 
wheat afterward held near to the initial 
range. Corn started at 
>,=c decline to}»c 
advance and subsequently fluctuated but 
little. 


Indications that moisture relief had bsen 
general in South Dakota, amounting to a 
cloudburst in some places, tended to case 
the wheat market at times, but rallies 
were numerous. Believers in higher prices 
gave particular attention to fresh reports 
that in portions of the Panhandle, west- 
ern Kansas and parts of western Ne- 
braska there had recently been serious 
deterioration of winter wheat prospects. 
Evident low vitality of the crop in tha. 
sections named was said to show urgent 
need' of cool damp weather during the 
next 10 days. 
Complete absence of any North Amer- 
ican wheat export business overnight was 
stressed by bears. 
Relative weakness of 
corn acted also as a drag on other cer- 
eals. 
Corn was responsive to favorable 


conditions for completion cf 
planting. 
Iowa reports said cultivating of corn was 
started throughout much of the state, and 
that the stand generally-was good. -Oats 
followed corn. 
, 
Sympathizing with downturns in hog 
values, the provision market reached new 
low levels, for. the season. 
Arrivals of corn in Chicago remained 
scanty. The total today was only 58 cars, 
about the same as a week ago. and com- 
paring with 211 at this time last sear. 
Corn was under pressure and declined 
With wheat. Traders generally took the 
selling side of corn when the other grain 
started downward.
